PA.eside.nt  O&boxn  told  the.  Council  that  he.  has  applied  fox  thz  giant,  as  he.  had 
mentioned  at  the.  previous  Council  meeting,  which  would  be  used  to  nine  a  person  to 
act  as  a  labox  liaison  between  labox  and  the  United  Way.     This  person  would  wonk  out 
o^  the  Mas*.  ATL-CJO  O^ice.     This  should  be  finalized  by  the  fall)  wants  everyone  to 
be  infoxmed  o&  this  opening. 

Regarding  the  Gompexs-Muxxay-Meany  Seminar,  Pn.es.  O&boxn  advised  that  this  is  a 
sellout  this  year.     Uxged  anyone  who  wishes  to  attend  to  contact  Txavel  93  —  some 
people  who  axe  late  failexs  will  be  accommodated  at  a  nearby  hotel,  since  the  xooms 
axe  all  filled  at  the  Shexaton  Regal.
